"Let's be bright and cheerful! : 


—says Charles Dauray, whose silk screen towels, mats and such, with Yankee 
scenes, are bringing joyous splashes of color to those once-dingy parts of the bouse.

New ENGLAND charm is brightening homes 
in every state of the country because a 
Charlestown, R. I. man had an idea, and 
carried it out. 

He is Charles J. Dauray, head of Kay Dee 
Sales Company which in a little over two 
years has established outlets in leading depart- 
ment stores, gift shops and other retail mar- 
kets for his decorative kitchen towels made 
in Hope Valley, R. I 

‘Maple Sugar Time,” depicting a sugaring- 
off scene; “Nautical,” showing a sail boat with 
circling gulls; “Covered Bridge,” with the 
disappearing aspect of the Yankee scene in 
foreground, and “Colonial,” showing a red 
pepper box type of house, are some of the 
original designs. Such characteristics of the 
New England panorama as the white-spired 
church, the Cape Cod cottage almost smothered 
in lilac bushes, the stone fence and the 
weatherbeaten dock with rugged pilings, are 
included in the series of designs. 

The many colors which such scenes would 
require are produced by hand-printing each 
towel by the silk screen process. As many as 
30 screens are used in some desig 1s. 

“Surprisingly enough,” says Mr. Dauray, 
“Californians buy our New England scenic 
designs in far greater numbers than any of 
the other patterns. This preference for the 
Colonial is indicated in all other parts of the 
country, including our own New England.” 

Robert Hughes, a Rhode Island School of 
Design graduate who now teaches art in

Berlin, N. H., created the Maple Sugar towel 
design. Rodman Noka, a Wakefield artist, 
painted the “Country Home’ pattern which 
shows the historic French house in Kingston, 
R. I. Dauray himself, though not a professional 
artist, made the first design, that of the 
Betsey Williams house now located in Roger 
Williams Park in Providence, R. I 

“But so characteristic are these particular 
houses of others like them throughout New 
England that customers will swear the Provi- 
dence house is one in or near their home 
somewhere in Vermont or Maine. The old 
Narragansett, R. I. covered bridge is posi- 
tively identified with another in some far 
distant and remote part of New Hampshire or 
Connecticut,” Dauray says. 

At the Eastern States Exposition in Spring- 
field, Dauray had a booth and disposed of 
more than 10,000 to folks from 30 States 
“That was proof enough for me that New 
England history and tradition, along with our 
picturesque rivers and mountains, our sea- 
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scapes and landscapes, have an_ universal 
appeal.” 

It was Yankee ingenuity and know-how that 
made the Kay Dee operation possible. About 
three years ago Dauray quit his job as a 
salesman for an art needlework company. 
Forming a partnership with Jacques de La- 
porte, a native of France where he learned 
the textile business and who had come to the 
United States two years before, Dauray studied 
up on the silk screen process. Jack made the 
screens, experimented with dyes and pigments. 
They tested their towels, submitted to leading 
department store testing agencies for their 
determination of quality, washability, wear- 
ability and other essential requirements 

Dauray gives full credit to his wife, who 
acts as office manager for the sales and ac- 
counting end of the business. To accommodate 
hundreds of persons who have seen the towels 
but are unable to get them in their local stores 
(even though Kay Dee has more than 3000 
throughout the country) Mrs. Dauray has 
set up her own agency that she calls Textile 
Home Products for mail orders 

Charlie and Jack found an old farm build- 
ing at Hope Valley, converted it into their 
towel manufacturing plant, and began produc- 
tion in October, 1951. Here the towels are 


not only printed, but packaged and mailed, 


with de Laporte supervising this part of the 
business. Dauray conducts the merchandising, 
promotion and business end at his residence 
in Charlestown, where he has reserved a wing 
for the office furniture. Thus, capital invest- 
ment and overhead are kept at a minimum, 
there is an adequate supply of steady labor, 
and there is ready accessibility to main arteries 
of railroad, motor and air lines. 

Looking to the future, Dauray plans to add 
linen place mats, luncheon sets, bridge sets, 
decorative aprons for the housewife or hostess, 
and generous novelty aprons for the man in 
the kitchen or the barbecue chef. 

An interesting sidelight is that an auto 
mobile dealer in Wakefield, R. I. had a special 
towel made, showing at one end his new 
showroom and at the other a gull-packed 
fisherman's wharf. This towel he gave as a 
gift to customers, and nearly as many men as 
women wanted them. 

Designs now being prepared for the new 
American Heritage series include the Old 
Sturbridge colonial village at Sturbridge, 
Mass. and the Wayside Inn. 

“Well, why shouldn't the kitchen be bright 
and cheerful? Women spend a good part of 
their day there, and families seem to gather 
in the modern kitchen as much as our Yankee 
ancestors did,” Dauray says

CastLes and palaces the world over 
fascinate mankind. Alone, the material 
facts of size and expense astonish us. 
Immediately we manufacture legends of 
ghosts, lovesick princesses, and knights at 
the moat, to fill the great halls and ban- 
quet rooms. Cuniculous Castle at Han- 
cock, Maine, is no exception. 

It was known as the “Cat Castle’ after 
Henry Buxton’s story about it in the 
Bangor News of March 22, 1937. 

In Buxton’s day, two spinster sisters, 
Miss Neva and Miss Altea Austin and 
from 20 to 30 cats, were its only inhabi- 
tants. From Miss Neva, the famous Maine 
writer obtained perhaps the only inter- 
view ever given the press by any, of its 
original owners, the Austin family. 

Sixteen years later, Miss Altea Austin 
was still alive but wouldn't talk. We 
found her on the third floor of a care- 
taker's house near the castle's long en- 
trance drive—but so carefully guarded, 
even a gun wouldn't have taken us up 
the stairs to her. The caretakers insisted 
the Buxton “‘cat story’’ was an horrendous 
lie, and stubbornly refused us admittance 
to the grounds. 

This was the Fall of 1953. Since then 
an auction of what remained of the 
household goods (someone bought a 
handsome hand-carved mahogany mantel- 
piece—never set up in the house—for 
$40) has taken place—and Miss Altea 
is nO more. 
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(Above) Like a scene out of Sherlock 
Holmes, the Cat Castle seems inaccessible to 
all visitors.

The way we heard the story—long 
before Buxton’s account acquainted us 
with his very grim and sombre facts—a 
wealthy Englishman built this castle about 
1890 as a replica of his English manor. 
There were more acres than you could 
count—stables, guest houses, and even a 
tower, in the best “coach and four’’ style. 
He completed the buildings and then 
went to New York to purchase the furni 
ture and decorations for its interior. 
About the same time that these purchases 
(all in crates) reached the castle, he 
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moved in his wife and 
daughters. 

Before there was time to open the 
crates, he was off to England. The mother 
from the castle tower watched anxiously 
for his return. But he never came. She 
died. The two daughters, Neva and 
Altea, took up lonely watch. 

Thus, to the end—for 50 or more 
years—the two sisters maintained the 
watch, night and day, through sickness 
and in health, while the castle remained 
just as their father left it—not a crate 
opened, not a rug disturbed 

So much for the legend. 

Inside and out, a few days before the 
1953 auction (when the angry caretaker 
wasn't looking), our observations around 
the castle bore out such a story. Loneliness 
was everywhere. Only a few bits of evi 
dence remained that living people had 
ever been here: the twin umbrellas the 
sisters must have carried; a receipt dated 
October 3, 1927 given “Miss Altia Aus- 
tin’’ for annual dues of the Hancock 
County Farm Bureau by Solicitor Estella 
Stratton; registered ger receipt, De- 
cember 17, 1918, for “Article No. 33” 
from ““T. P. Austin’’ to the Fulton Trust 
Company in New York, and two Christ- 
mas parcel tags (Maine neighbors never 
forget), one of them signed “A Happy 
Christmas from Helen Jordan.” The en- 
graved letterheads of Joseph Dixon, 95 
Fifth Avenue, New York—and London 

were scattered about the barn—Agents 
for S. W. Silver and Company of 67 
Cornhill, London, England. 

Had this been as far as the story went 
for us, it was perfectly fitted to the 
castle—romantic, weird, fantastic. And 
perhaps we might well have left it there 

But we called on neighbors. One of 
these had worked for the sisters. He told 
of whole heads of sheep tossed by the 
sisters on the stairways—-leit there for 
dozens of cats to chew on, of bones and 
food remnants here there and everywhere 
all over the house. He spoke of unwashed 
dishes, of the disappearance of huge 
tracts of marketable timber, of a general 
rape and looting over many years of 
castle and grounds, before the very eyes 
of the helpless spinsters. 


two young 
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“It's the old old story,” he concluded, 

of from riches to rags.” 

Other neighbors mentioned how there 
had been quite a boom in these parts in 
earlier days, that gold and copper mines 
had been opened, and that Austin had 
been drawn here by his participation in 
the projects. We could see the excavations 
if we wished. 

Still others were content to keep the 
book closed. 

“These people were city people from 
New York. They ict us alone and we 
left them alone and as far as we are 
concerned, let's let it go at that.’ 

Perhaps with time and Sherlock 
Holmes, we could have unraveled it all 

even found out where Theodore P 
Austin went—and why he never te- 
turned. All we did learn from good au- 
thority was that he never really moved 
away, except to die a natural death and 
be carried to a graveyard somewhere in 
New Jersey. 

The Buxton version, mostly from the 
mouth of Miss Neva, confirms most of 
the foregoing. But it starts Austin from 
New York at the time of the Charley 
Ross kidnapping. His two daughters were 
born there but never allowed out of the 
house, so great was their mother’s fear 
of another Charley Ross. 

Austin apparently was a prominent 
New York jeweler. Among his clients 
were the socially prominent as well as 
members of the notorious Boss Tweed 
gang. 

After selling out his New York in- 
terests, he came to Maine with one James 
Ingersoll (later said to have been arrested 
in connection with the Tweed gang 
cleanup) and invested heavily with him 
in the gold, silver, and copper mine fiasco 
of that day. While there he purchased 
these 4000 acres of land and built his 
castle on them.

THREE-QUARTER time means a good 
time in Boston. However, Bostonians 


take their good times seriously and waltz- 


ing is a major project. 

The Waltz Evenings in the ballroom 
of the Sheraton Plaza have become a 
Boston tradition. This season's series of 
seven opened Friday, last November 20 
The Christmas Waltz Evening on Decem 
ber 22 was given especially for the 
debutantes of 1953-54, home from Col- 
lege for the holidays. They were re- 
quested to wear white and there was a 
special waltz for them when violins 
played in the true Viennese manner. 

The second special Waltz Evening was 
the Heart Waltz Evening on February 12 
when all proceeds were given to the 
Heart Fund. Waltz gowns and precious 
jewels of great beauty were modeled and 
a young bailerina interpreted the spirit 
of three-quarter time. 

At other Waltz Evenings, March 12, 
April 23 and May 21, there will be the 
usual waltz competitions with the “Tops 
* of the Year’’ couple selected on the final 
evening. 

Boston's first Waltz Evenings in the 
early 1930's were held in the drawing-

room at the home of Mrs. E. Sohier 
Welch on Louisburg Square, the heart of 
Beacon Hill. There were never more 
than 10 couples invited at one time and 
smoking and drinking were not allowed. 

The parties started at nine o'clock and 
ended promptly at midnight. Although 
the music was furnished by phonograph 
records—some of them specially import- 
ed from Europe—both men and women 
were in full dress, the women wearing 
their most bouffant gowns, which swirled 
to the strains of Strauss and Waldteufel 
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The ages of the guests range from 17 
to 70 and all ages whirl and swoop with 
equal abandon. Mrs. Welch, in discussing 
her parties, explained that “Nobody 
cared about age or sex. It was a pure 
passion for the waltz.” 

In 1937, Mrs. Welch, seconded by 
Mrs. Chilton Cabot and a patroness list 
which included Mrs. T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, Mrs. F. Murray Forbes, Jr., 
and Mrs. Gurdon Saltonstall Worcester, 
moved the Waltz Evenings to the Louis 
XIV ballroom of the Hotel Somerset. 
Later, they were held at the Copley 
Plaza—now the Sheraton Plaza—where 
they continue today under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. Russell Howell, also of 
Louisburg Square. 

The Waltz Evenings are as pend 
as any events on the Boston social calen- 
dar and are now open to the public. 
This, however, must not be confused with 
the general public, as admission is by 
invitation, only. 

Ballroom behavior is important. Dress 
is white tie for the men and preferably 
full-skirted gowns for the women. The 
Viennese version of the waltz is featured 
by Ruby Newman and his special string 
orchestra, although the committee feels 
that one or two polkas are permissible. 

Some of the more serious waltzers, 
however, are so set against this innova- 
tion that they have formed a Waltz Club 
for waltzing, only. Two “meetings” are 
held each year in the richly carved and 
paneled ballroom at 46 Beacon Street, 
once the town house of the late Eben 
Jordan. There the glittering crystal chan 
deliers shine down on the dancers, re- 
flected in the huge gilt-framed mirrors, 
and a champagne supper is served at 
midnight. 

On January 18, 1945, Boston's Waltz 
Evenings reached their peak when a 
group of First Family fans, led by Mrs 
Welch and Mrs. Howell and accom 
panied by Boston's Ruby Newman and 
his orchestra, invaded New York's Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel. 

Boston keeps its rarest jewels in safe 
deposit boxes, and only brings them out 
for opera first nights. But New York 


wore its jewels proudly and diamonds 
blazed against silks ae | velvets. Boston 
wraps itself in mink, but New Yorkers 
at this Waltz Evening were swathed in 
sables, chinchilla and snowy ermine. 
Later, New Yorkers held Waltz Eve 
nings of their own, led by Mr. and Mrs. 
James Russell Lowell, who had attended 
the Boston Waltz Evening at the Ritz 
Carlton. But they were not the same, for 
New Yorkers, even when waltzing to a 
Boston orchestra, can never be Bostonian 
Boston's Waltz Evenings in the Shera 
ton Plaza ballroom have a certain dignity 
and formality combined with exclusive 
ness and age-mixing that make them 
unique. Year after year, the same waltz 
ers, growing more portly and more bald, 
flock to the parties and dance the night 
away. And each year, debutantes and

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The Newport Tower—Viking relic or Colonial windmill? 


YANKEE EXPLORES THE LEGEND OF THE 


OLD NEWPORT TOWER 
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THE most controversial building in 
America is one of the least impressive 
structures you ever saw. It is a squat, 
ungraceful cylinder of lime-mortared 
fieldstone, 26 feet high, with semicircular 
arches between eight chunky columns, 
and no roof, standing in the middle of 
Newport, R. I. in a small park. 

There are a few small unframed win 
dows scattered seemingly at random in 
the part above the arches, and these, com- 
with numerous niches on the in 
side, make it an admirable shelter for 
Newport pigeons, which is its oniy 
function at the present time Befor 
Newport was built up, the tower, on a 
high point of land, commanded a fine 
view of the ocean; now its windows look 


bined 


out on taller houses 

It is highly unlikely that you would stop 
your car to gaze at such an uninspiring 
sight, unless you had heard about it in 
advance. There is nothing grand in its 
proportions, nothing romantic in its loca 
tion, no sign hinting at an unusual origin, 
and yet this little stone ruin is said by 
some, and vehemently denied by others, 
to verify definitely perhaps one of the 
greatest and most intangible of all our 
Legends—that the Vikings colonized 
America. 

For more than a century now, an oc 
casionally scholarly, often fantastic, 
usually bitter dispute has raged about 
the old round tower. Over 100 books, 
articles and pamphlets have attempted to 
throw light on its origin and purpose. 
The Irish, the Portuguese, the Dutch and 
even ancient Druids have been suggested 
as the builders; but there have actually 
been only two theories that hold water 
the Norse and the Colonial 

It seems impossible that two such 


Opposite viewpoints could co-exist, and 
the fact that they do, each championed 
by men of such unswerving conviction 
that nothing the other side produces can 


convince them, indicates how little is 
actually known about the tower. With 
each new article, each impressive new 
name added to the ranks of one, bringing 
forth rebuttals from the other, public 
opinion has shuttled between the two 
like a tennis ball. Except in Newport,

where most people continue to call it, 
as they always have, and probably always 
will, “The Old Stone Mill 

As James Edward, managing editor of 
the Newport News and author of the 
Publicity Commission booklet Newport 
Story, says, “Newporters don't get very 
excited over anything, especially over 
familiar things.” And the Old Stone 
Mill has been a familiar sight to them 
since at least 1675, when, most of them 
believe, it was constructed by Governor 
Benedict Arnold as a windmill to replace 
the wooden windmill of Peter Easton 
which was blown down in a hurricane 
that year. 

Evidence for this is contained in 
Arnold's will of 1677 which refers to 
my stone-built windmiln’’; this together 
with a deed to the Jewish cemetery 10 
months earlier mentioning “ye stone 
mill,”” is the earliest accepted reference 
to a stone tower in Newport. But while 
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most practical, or unimaginative — de- 
pending on your viewpoint—people sim- 
ply assume that Arnold built the tower 
as a windmill, Norse theorists, the roman- 
tics, point out that although Arnold 
used it as a windmill, there is nothing in 
his will or elsewhere, to show that he 
built it. In their opinion he was simply 
putting the old ruin on his property to 
intelligent and timely use. 

Right there you see the seeds of the 
dispute, and why it is so impossible for 
either Norse or Colonial school to build 
an airtight case. Arnold didn’t say, ‘‘the 
stone windmiln which I built,” nor did 
he say, “the old stone tower which I 
made into a windmiln.” Either one of 
these simple statements would have shut 
up the other side in the controversy. As 
it is, there is almost no limit to con 
jecture. 

But Arnold isn’t the only one to blame 
for failing to set the picture straight for 
future generations; nobody else wrote 
anything about the origin of the tower 
either, until it was much too late to learn 
the truth from those who knew. Peter 
Easton received a property grant from a 
grateful town when he built the first

windmill, which was duly recorded in 
the town records; Arnold apparently re- 
ceived nothing, not even a passing men- 
tion. And yet certainly it was a most un- 
usual structure to build at that time as a 
windmill, not only a technically difficult 
and complicated undertaking, but unlike 
any windmill ever built before. 

But this is getting ahead of the story. 
As a matter of fact, if anybody ever

even wondered about the tower before 
the early 1800's, there are no records to 
show it. Except for indistinct and un- 
realistic mutterings a few years previous- 


ly, the controversy didn’t get underway 
until after 1837, following the publica- 
tion of Anmtiquatatis Americanae, a mam- 
moth work by a Dane named Charles C. 
Rafn, in which he traced Norse vestiges 
in America. 

For eight years previous to its appear- 


ance, Rafn, secretary of the Royal Society 
of Northern Antiquaries at Copenhagen, 
had been in correspondence with Dr. 
Thomas H. Webb, secretary of the 
Rhode Island Historical Society, in an 
attempt to unearth evidences of Norse 
settlement in southern New England, 
which Rafn had fixed upon as the loca- 
tion of Vinland. 

Webb responded with information 
about all sorts of unexplained inscribed 
rocks along the coast, which, although 
much of it was misleading, served to con- 
vince Rafn. On the strength of these 
relics, plus astronomical evidence in an- 
cient texts, Rafn committed himself on 
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southern New England as the Vinland 
of the sagas in Andiquatatis Americanae 
Unfortunately, the inscriptions on the 
rocks were not Norse, as it turned out 
In 1839 Webb again wrote Rafn, 
mentioning for the first time the Newport 
Stone Mill, questioning its construction 
by Arnold, and hinting it had long been 
the object of speculation. Enclosed with 
the letter were two drawings by F. Cather 
wood, a famous illustrator of the time 
It has since often been asked how such 
an accurate artist could have made such 
inaccurate drawings in this particular in 
stance, because the impression given was 
of a much more sophisticated structure 
than the humble little Newport ruin 
Partly because of the glorified draw- 
ings, and partly due to suggestion by 
Webb, Rafn bit again, and in 1839 pub 
lished a supplement to Ant‘guatatis, in 
which he set forth for the first time the 
theory that the Newport structure was 
built in the 12th Century by Eric, Bishop 
of Gardar in Guentend as a church 
To back this contention, he pointed out 
the similarities between the arches and

columns of the Newport building (Webb 
had given him the idea that the upper 
part was added in Colonial times), and 
various European churches of the 12th 
century. Rafn thus began the prototype 
method, which has been so extensively 
used by Norse theorists ever since 

The possibility that the Norse had dis 
covered America long before Columbus 
was a new and eagerly seized upon con 
cept in this country, and with Rafn’s 
book as ammunition, the Norse theory 
grew powerful overnight 

Numerous converts rushed into print 
and Henry Wadsworth Longfellow com 
posed a highly romantic poem called 
The Skeleton in Armor,” in which a 
skeleton adorned with metal ornaments 
found in Fall River becomes the Viking 
bold who built the Newport tower as a 
bower for his lady love. The skeleton 
turned out to be a dead Indian wearing 
some skimpy brass trinkets bought from 
the English 

But in 1847 the Viking theory began 
to fall into disrepute, helped along by a 
sizzling exchange of letters printed in 
Newport and Providence papers between 
“One of the Oldest Inhabitants of New 
port,” and “Antiquarian.” In this ex 
change, “Antiquarian, ’ of the Norse per 
suasion, goaded “One of the Oldest 
Inhabitants,” a staunch Arnoldist who 
later revealed his name as David Mel 
ville, to fury with incredible inventions 
of Norse relics in various parts of the 
country, and quotes of nonexistent scien 
tists who had pronounced the Newport 
ruin Norse 

It was actually a practical joke by two 
Newporters, masquerading as an antiqua 
rian from Brown University, which was 
exposed by Rafn, after Melville indig 
nantly forwarded him one of the letters 
Besides bringing discredit upon his tor 
menters, Melville produced what Arnold 
theorists had long been awaiting—a pro 
totype mill for the one at Newport

In fact he intimated there were hun 
dreds all over Europe. According to him, 
Arnold was born and brought up in 
Leamington, Warwickshire, England 
Near this town stands the Chesterton 
windmill, a stone structure built in 1632, 
with six columns, very similar in appear 
ance to the Newport mill. He had come 
across an illustration of the Chesterton 
mill in The Penny Magazine. Melville 
pointed to the obvious conclusion that 
Arnold had built his mill in imitation of 
the structure he had known in his youth. 
The use of open columns was to reduce 
back eddies of air. That Melville was 
nearly as free with the truth as ‘Anti 
quarian” was only proved much later 

When a few years later, in 1858, the 
eminent historian John G. Palfrey backed 
this solution in his History of New Eng 
land, the Norse theory was buried as 
far as the public was concerned 

Especially in Newport this seems to 
have been taken as the final word; they 
had never veered far from their original 
thinking anyway. The tower was — 
with vines and almost literally dropped 
from sight until 1879. It was even rec 
ommended by a local architect that the 
ruin be torn down as an eyesore. To 
suggest that the Catholic Norsemen had 
founded America was not considered very 
good form in a part of the country that 
prided itself on its Protestant back 
ground.* 

Despite the ascendancy the Colonial 
theory of the origin of the Old Stone Mill 
enjoyed from the 1850's all the way into 
the early 1900's, the Norse theory was 
being quietly but steadily developed and 
refined. Scholars both here and abroad 


were deeply interested in it, and as think 
ing on the subject became more and more 
logical, the wild conjectures that so often 
characterized writings on the structure 
were gradually weeded out, leaving a 
residue of solid thinking, reinforced by 
new discoveries in history

It's time now to take a look at the rival 
theories as they stand today, after 115 
years of development. The Arnold theory, 
being the conservative one, that merely 
had to be defended, backed by the few 
known facts has not progressed too much, 
but better reasons why it should have 
been built in Colonial times are now 
given. An up-to-date statement of Arnold 
— comes from Herbert O. Brigham, 
librarian of the Newport Historical 
Society, who prepared an unusually ob- 
jective booklet summing up both sides, 
titled The Old Stone Mill, concernin 
which a friend said to him, “You walk 
a tightrope, and never fell off.” 

The latest thinking among the Arnold 
theorists is that the governor probably 
did not build the stone tower as a mill, 
but for a watchtower and possible de- 
fense. He had moved to Newport in 
1651, from Providence. During that pe- 
riod the first war between the Dutch and 
English occurred, and a second one broke 
out in 1664 during which the Colony of 
Rhode Island took defense measures and 





caused beacons to be erected along the 
south coast. 

While no mention is made of any 
defense structure on the hill where the 
Stone Mill now stands, Brigham con- 
siders it possible that Arnold, the biggest 
landowner and the wealthiest man in 
Newport, built the tower privately as a 
lookout and strongpoint. The impression 
he has gained of Arnold from historical 
sources, is that, “Arnold had three fads: 
he was a stone enthusiast (some say his 
house was of stone), he had a fear of 
somebody (he kept a watchman), and 
was avid about buying land.” 

Another theory Brigham brings up to 
account for the building of a stone mill 
is that it was sort of a WPA project dur- 
ing King Philip's War in 1675, when 
many settlers from devastated areas took 
refuge on Aquidneck Island, one of the 
safest places during the time. 

“Possibly,” says Brigham, Arnold's 
idea of a combined fortress, lookout and 
mill took root and the settlers aided 
“Arnold in erecting the building. To these 
people, it was a commonplace matter, 
hence the few records that are extant give 
no clue to its construction.” 

Another proof Arnoldists produce is 
the similarity of construction in other 
stonework in Newport of the same pe-

riod. Finally, most Arnoldists would echo 
Brigham, who maintains, “There's not 
one single Norse artifact in New Eng- 
land.” 

In turning to the fully developed 
Norse theory, the first impression is 
amazement at the really extraordinary 
amount of research that has gone into its 
construction. In 1942 Henry Holt and 
Co. published a whole book, Newport 
Tower, by Philip A. Means, a distin- 
guished student of Latin American ar- 
chitecture and history, summing up 
everything that had been said before, 
and adding many new ideas. Means had 
become interested in the Stone Mill in 
the mid-thirties, after reading a provaca- 
tive monograph by D. E. J. Allen. In 
order to amy himself for his under- 
taking, he first steeped himself in me- 
dieval history, civilization and architec- 
ture. Backed by friends, he traveled 


throughout Europe examining ancient 
source materials, and medieval architec- 
ture. As an indication of how much re- 
search went into his book, the bibli- 
ography runs more than 27 pages. 

In its first chapter, Means set about 
destroying the Arnold theory with ob- 


vious impatience, hurling accusations 
of “lying,” and “making an ass of him- 
self” right and left. He demolished the 
story previously spread by Melville that 
Arnold had been born near the Chester- 
ton Windmill—Arnold had actually 
been born in IIchester, Somerset, nearly 
a hundred miles from Leamington. As 
the Chesterton mill was built by the 
famous architect Inigo Jones two years 
before Arnold left England, Means 
doubts that he ever saw it. And even if 
he had, Means continued, the Chester- 
ton mill had actually been built as an 
observatory, and wasn’t converted to a 
windmill until long after Arnold died. 
This revelation effectively knocked the 
props from under the theory that the 
Chesterton mill was the prototype for 
Arnold's mill, so that it appears there 
is no other windmill prototype in the 
whole world. 

After stating the two rival theories 
and dealing thoroughly with their de- 
velopment, most of the rest of Means’ 
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The Chesterton windmill, thought to be the 
prototype for the Newport mill, 
was finally disproved. 


book is devoted to proving that the 
Norse could easily have had a settlement 
along the New England coast any time 
between the 10th and 14th centuries, and 
then minutely examining the dimensions 
and construction details of the Old Mill 
and proving their close parallel to Norse 
round churches of the 12th century 

These similarities include double 
splayed windows, loopholes, the arches 
and columns, the fireplace with two flues 
running through the wall to the outside, 
much more primitive than fireplaces built 
in Arnold's time, and the two stories 
that were evidently once a part of the 
Newport Tower. 

Eight-column round churches which 
most closely resemble the Newport tower 
are: Great Hedinge Church, Denmark; 
St. Olaf Church at Tonsberg, Norway; 
and the Church of the Holy Sepulchre at 
Cambridge, England. Means pointed out 
they not only bore close resemblances in 
design and form, but also in dimensions 
and orientation. The columns of the 
Newport tower, like the round churches, 
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The Church of the Holy Sepulchre, Jeru- 
salem, was the inspiration for all 
round churches. 


are oriented according to the /rue points 
of the compass, apparently determined by 
the North Star, rather than by later mag 
netic compasses. Means’ conclusion: Eri 
Gnupsson, appointed —- of the 
Greenlanders by King Sigurd in 1112, 
who was known to have gone to Vinland 
a few years later, could have constructed 
the Tower in memory of the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, the in 
spiration for all round churches, with 
which the Norse were familiar as a result 
of their participation in the Crusades 

Although Means’ reasoning was not 
conclusive, and he himself said many 
more facts would have to be brought 
forward, and much more research done, 
calling particularly for archeological ex 
cavation, his book convinced a lot of 
people. But Hjalmar R. Holand was even 
more convincing in, America 1355-1364, 
which came out in 1946. 

Holand, a Wisconsin man of Scanda 
navian descent who has spent most of his 
life in Norse research, chiefly to defend 
the validity of the Kensington Stone, 
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found in Kensington, Wisc. in 1902, and 
now accepted as a genuine Norse rune 
stone, believes the tower was built by the 
royal expedition of Paul Knutson to Vin- 
land in 1355 to 1364, in search of the 
settlement that had vanished from the 
western coast of Greenland 

Since there are features of the tower 


unique to both Norway and Sweden, 


Holand theorizes that the building is a 
composite of the ideas of both nation- 


alities. It was both a fort and a church 
New details in the Newport Tower 
brought out by Holand include: a long 
niche that could have held a portable 
altar, the medieval-style second-story en 
trance reached by a ladder, which Means 
had treated as a window 

Obviously it is impossible to present 
all the substantiating evidence for the 
Norse theory, when whole books have 
been written on the subject. But it would 
now anyway, because the

Arnold school has had, since 1949, 
almost irrefutable proof of its claim that 
the Stone Mill is Colonial and nothing 


more. 
Beginning in 1948, the long-recom 


mended archaeological excavations were 
undertaken under the auspices of the 
Newport Preservation Society, and under 
the close supervision of the Park Com 
mission, which had long resisted the pro 
posal. A young archaeological graduate 
student, William S. Godfrey, Jr. did a 
very thorough job in two consecutive 
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summers. He found the original annular 
trench dug to receive the footings for the 
columns, and a few artifacts. None were 
Norse. He did find, Colonial 
artifacts in the bottom of the trench, and 
even right under the columns themselves 

There were three main items that 
Godfrey felt proved the point: a square 
heeled footprint at the bottom of the 
original trench, beneath which was found 
a fragment of a clay pipe 
Colonial pottery among the stones of a 
footing, and a layer of Colonial brown

earth, containing a gun flint and other 
antifacts, passing under four of the 
columns. 

Godfrey comments in a recent letter: 

“When the excavation began, I was 
more than half convinced of the Norse 
origin of the structure, but the Colonial 
evidence . . . was so consistent, the Norse 
evidence so absolutely absent, that I had 
no choice but to alter my original views. 
Although I will not place any bets on the 
original use of the Old Stone Mill, there 
is no doubt in my mind that it was built 
by the early settlers of Newport, perhaps 
by Arnold.” 

So that settles it. Or does it? As a 
mater of fact, it doesn’t. Godfrey's re- 
port may have swept off all the fence 
straddlers onto the Arnold side, but he 
didn’t even budge the hard core we spoke 
about at the center of the Norse school. 
Those who continue to claim Norse 
origins for the Stone Mill have of course 
lost much prestige, and the most unre- 
generate of them are labeled crackpots 
by the Arnoldists particularly, but as Mrs. 
George Henry Warren, president of the 
Newport Preservation Society says, 


“Now, as far as we're concerned, the 
matter is just as much up in the air as 


it was before.” Mrs. Warren had the 
idea that “if it could be proved to be a 
Viking relic, then it would be the first 
Christian church in the Western Hem- 
isphere. It would be a national shrine.” 
That train of thought is what the rival 
Historical Society terms “wishful think- 
ing.” Herbert Brigham, the scholarly 
looking elderly librarian of the Historical 
Society, whose soft voice conceals a sharp 
wit, comments, “Local people don't like 
to spoil a legend.” He himself regards 
the archaeological findings as definite. 
If they had been Norse, he maintains, 
some relics would have been found. 
“You'll leave a trail after two weeks,” 
he says, “no matter what. You'll break a 
cup or something else, but you'll leave 
some signs.” Brigham had always in- 
clined toward the Colonial theory. 
John Howard Benson, outstanding 
monument designer and letterer, is an- 
other Newporter who has been deeply 
interested in the mill controversy. Armed 
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with copious notes and slides, he deliv- 
ered many lectures on the subject. Al- 
though his talks were non-partisan, Ben- 
son admits that he definitely favored the 
Norse theory, until the excavation find- 
ings pA | Pe mind. “Archaeology,” he 
points out, “is a fairly exact science.” 
However, he still can’t find any proto- 
type for the mill, and he doubts that it 
was constructed as a mill. 

James Edward, newspaperman, still 
thinks the Norse thory is a nice idea. 
“IT sort of hope it’s Norse,” he says wist- 
fully, “because it would be much more 
colorful and interesting. It would mean 
Newport has probably the oldest Euro- 
pean building in America.” 

A few years ago he had proposed put- 
ting up a colorful sign to direct people 
to the old ruin, illustrated with a Norse- 
man in full getup. He was turned down. 
“It’s very strange, the conservatism of 
some of the old residents,” was his com- 
ment. 

There’s also an underlying division, 
apparently, between those who want to 
boost Newport, and those who shun 
publicity. A very outgoing, jovial 
real estate and insurance man, who is 
another Newport booster, Richard C. 
Adams, with an office less than a hundred 
yards from the Stone Mill, also likes the 
Norse idea, although he says, “I don’t 
think there's a chance it’s Norse. So long 
as it’s talked about, that’s the main 
thing.” Adams is a past director of the 
Chamber of Commerce and secretary of 
the Preservation Society. 

There was only one person we found 
in Newport who still believes completely 
in the Norse theory. He is an architect 
named John Perkins Brown, who lives 
in an old Victorian house near Ocean 
Drive, within sight of a poor replica of 
the Stone Mill that was built in the last 
century as a water tower. Brown, a book 
collector and antiquarian in his own 
right, was a friend of Means, who died 
before the excavations; he has many of 
Means’ reference books and manuscripts. 
He still maintains, “I think the whole 
thing is against its being built when 
people say it was.” He and Means, he 
says, “always held the theory of an am- 
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bulatory surrounding the tower. her dug 
the trench in only one place outside the 
tower, and I think they just missed the 
ambulatory wall.’ He thinks Godfrey's 
trench may have gone right through the 
doorway of the ambulatory. It will be 
difficult ever to prove or disprove this 

int, as the Park Commission has for- 

idden any further excavations. 

The excavations didn’t convince 
Brown, nor did they change Hjalmar R. 
Holand, who is sticking by his arguments 
as developed in his book, America, 1355- 
1364. In a recent letter he resounded his 
war cry: “Against this lone statement 
{Arnold's reference to “my stone-built 
windmiln’’}], which is of no value in 
seeking the purpose of the builders, there 
are a dozen arguments, which each in 
turn proves that the Tower was not built 
by Benedict Arnold or any other colo- 
nist, and that it was not planned as a 
grist mill.” 

There is one more authority to be con- 
sulted before leaving the controversy 
about the Stone Mill—Kenneth J. Co- 
nant, Professor of Architecture at Har- 
vard University, honorary president of the 
Archaeological Institute of America. An 
erudite, kindly man with a_ gentle 
sense of humour, Prof. Conant sounds 
convincing. Pointing out that “the 17th 
century English colonists were still build- 
ing in the medieval style,” he comes out 
in favor of the Arnold theory. He lec- 
tured on the mill in a course in American 


Kenneth ]. Conant, Professor 
of Architecture at Harvard, 


architecture, and one of his students 
made an accurate model. The student 
attached a framework to the sockets that 
are set into the tower, and Prof. Conant 
says, ‘I could see that it was framed for 
a mill, rather like the Chesterton Mill. 
Not only that,” he sums up, “but it was 
badly framed for a fort.’’ But the Chester 
ton structure was not designed as a mill 
Well, Conant doesn't think this one was, 
exclusively. Rather, ‘I think it was con 
ceived as a Pavilion 

It is very remarkable, Prof. Conant 
concedes, that the Newport mill should 
have so many points in common with 
Norse architecture. ‘The actual fabric is 
medieval,’ he admits, ‘while the statics 
of the building are Norse. It so happens 
that the only arch left from medieval 
Norse construction in Greenland is like 
that.”” But, Prof. Conant regards the ex- 
cavation as conclusive. 

Perhaps more facts about the origin 
of the Old Stone Mill in Newport will 
come to light in the future, and the 
problem will finally be solved. The ex- 
cavations proved to the satisfaction of 
most people that the tower is Colonial 
But it seems that there is still room for 
doubt, and that someday, as the process 
of uncovering ancient documents con- 
tinues, the solution of the Newport 
enigma may prove the legend of the 
Vikings in Vinland. Meanwhile, New- 
port pigeons have a distinguished resi- 
dence.

Walter Merrill Williams, or ““Pop’’ as 
he is affectionately called by everybody 
in Topsham, was born in Bowdoinham, 
May 19, 1874, but after six months so 
journ there, his folks came to Topsham 
and there he has lived ever since 

After he finished the three years at 
Bowdoin he served Topsham as_ its 
postmaster for a short time and taught a 
few terms of school at the old Middlesex 
School. 

Professional baseball then became his 
career, and he started under Mike Garrity 
who was then handling the old Lewiston 
baseball team. He stayed with Mike for 
two years and then went to Toronto, 
Canada, with what was known as the 
Eastern League. 

Since 1912, when he finished up with 
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Selectman 
for 


40 YEARS 


professional baseball, he has served his 
town of Topsham as selectman, and for 
the past 20 or so as chairman of the 
Board. This record since 1912 is consecu- 
tive and unbroken except for the year of 
1940, when the Town thought for a 
minute that it wanted a “change.” Even 
that year, the selectmen asked him to 
come back and help prepare the Town 
Report and he did. He lost the election 
by about three votes, as I remember. 

In my capacity as superintendent of 
schools of Topsham, I worked with him 
for a period of almost 20 years. In that 
time I never heard him speak ill of any 
person. 

Pop has a wonderful mind and he kept 
that mind to work all of the time for 
Topsham. He probably saved the town 
thousands of dollars just by thinking 
about things and by knowing the law. 
I have wondered so many times why a 
man of such capability was content to 
spend 40 years of his life in the service 
of one town, and, as one might truly 
say and which the records would prove, 
for practically nothing in so far as remu- 
neration is concerned. ‘‘We see through 
a glass darkly."’ Now, I know the answer. 
This work WAS his life—that and base- 
ball.

As Cape Cod grew more crowded, the 
local fishing could not support all the 
hungry mouths. Men went off to Boston, 
New Bedford and Nantucket to sail on 
the whalers and other deep-water ships 
that searched the world for cargoes. A 
man might be gone a year or two, then 
come back from China or India. He'd 
have a large sea chest with him and open 
it before wondering eyes. He might bring 
back bright lacquered boxes, spices, ivory 
carvings, a stand of teakwood, Japanese 
lanterns. The treasures of the East must 
have been like captured sunlight in the 
simple cottages, their rooms gray in the 
afternoon light that had to struggle 
through thick-paned windows.

their original ways. They work like bea- 
vers stripping layers of paint from walls 
and floors to reveal natural pine paneling 
and floorboards that are wide and irreg- 
ular. They may not know it but as soon 
as paint came to Cape Cod, the first thing 
the home owners did was to paint walls 
white, floors light gray. The windows 
being small, they needed the bright in- 
teriors to reflect the sunlight. 

Old Capes all tend to look alike from 
the outside, their shingles weathered a 
solemn gray by wind and salt. It is also 
in keeping with the people who wanted 
to present an unostentatious look to their 
neighbors and the Lord. But within, these 
people were warm and affectionate and 
the interiors of their homes showed it. 
They filled the rooms with the brightest 
colors they could find, gaily colored rock- 
ing chairs, vivid sea shells, stones and 
knicknacks. 

In time, some Cape Codders became 
masters of large vessels and grew wealthy 
after two or three voyages for tea, rum 
or slaves. Some moved to Boston and 
built imposing brick houses on Beacon 
Hill. But if they came back to Cape Cod 
it was to a cottage no larger than the 
others—or suffer a scornful look every 
time their poorer, but equally proud 
neighbors passed.

The 20th Century Revival 

Now how did a type of house so suited 
to the exacting requirements of one small 
region spread across the country west 
and south? 

From the early sixteen hundreds until 
well into the eighteen hundreds, the Cape 
Cod Cottage was the dominant type of 
architecture of rural New England. Then 
began definite changes in our way of life 
The growth of the country broadened our 
outlook, we became prosperous. We 
began building larger houses because we 
had more money to spend and because 
we were having larger families. Central 
heating came into being, eliminating onc 
very practical reason for a small house 

Americans built large farmhouses in 
the country, brick houses in the cities, 
suburban homes with many gables and 
porches. Land became more > gent 
and it became cheaper to build “up’ 
rather than “‘out.”” But the Cape Cod 
Cottage is on its way back with today’s 
search for an economy house that can be 
extended.

LyinG forlornly alongside a wharf at the 
State Fish Pier of Gloucester, Mass. is a small 
clipper-bowed schooner. Her rail is battered; 
her decks are pitted with dry rot; and only a 
few rusty cables hang from her mast—the 
remains of a once full set of rigging 

A sign nailed to her mizzen mast proclaims 
her to be the Sadie M. Nunan and the prop 
erty of the Gloucester Maritime Corporation 

but only a few curious sightseers bother to 
read the sign. About her, in all directions, 
snort modern, steel-hulled fishing boats, their 
decks unbelievably crowded with the latest 
fishing gear. The men on board seldom bother 
to look up as they pass her by—she is a 
familiar sight to all. The young men attach no 
significance to this once proud vessel, but the 
older men remember, as well they might, for 
the Sadie M. Nunan was not only a lucky 
ship, but, in her way, a famous one 

Her clipper bow first sliced the Atlantic in 
1901, under the command of her owner, 
Frank Nunan. Fresh from the ways of a 
Boothbay Harbor shipyard she _ shore-fished 
her way down the coast and arrived at Boston's 
T Wharf hull down with 70,000 pounds of 
fresh fish. Despite her comparatively smal! 
size (she was only 81 feet long), the Sadie’s 
hold was always full and she soon became 
known as a lucky ship. Capt. Frank kept her 
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going like a workhorse, and the crew happily 
shared the large profits she brought them. In 
1908, Capt. Frank gave up command of the 
Sadie, and from then on many different skip 
pers stood at her helm—men with such sea 
going names as Capt. “Stil” Hipson, Capt 
Alonzo Townsend, Capts. Manuel Goulart, 
Gus D’Entremont, Billy Forbes and her last 
captain, “Big Frank’ Fonseca 

The Sadie sailed remarkably clear of mis- 
fortune during the many years she fished the 
coast. In 1903 she was badly grounded near 
her home port of Cape Porpoise, Me. and the 
weather was so bad that she threatened to 
break up. In 1911 she ran onto Norman's 
Woe, near Boston, but was easily floated off 
Her crew, however, was not so lucky, as three 
men have lost their lives during the course 
of her career 

After 37 years of fishing, the Sadie was 
sold in 1938 to an Argentinian, one Ewing 
Parra, who planned to make a world cruise 
Repairs were made, her name was changed 
to the Expedition, but her new owner left 
town and was never heard from again. For a 
short time afterwards, she was used as fishing 
party boat, but since then she has been tied 
up at various wharves in Gloucester, seemingly 
forgotten. However, Sadie’s luck still held, for 
a corporation was formed to finance her

restoration, and in 1952 she was sold to the 
Gloucester Maritime Corporation, which 
planned to use her as a museum and memorial 
to the fishermen of Gloucester 

When we talked to the chairman of the cor- 
poration, Charles T. Heberle, Jr., he told us 
that the restoration was going to be a terrific 
undertaking. Fifty-three years is an ancient 
age for any sailing vessel, and the ravages of 
weather and time have done their best to 
destroy the gallant little schooner. Restoration 
has not yet started, and it will be some time 
before sufficient money is donated. But Mr 
Heberle is optimistic and he feels that his 
project is a worthy one, for what better memo- 
rial to Gloucester’s fishermen could be found 
than the last sailing fisherman to sail out of 
their port? 

At the dockside, where she lies, we found 
Benjamin Blynn walking his fat cocker 
spaniel. A seafaring man of long standing, 
Mr. Blynn told us he remembered seeing the 
Sadie sail out of Gloucester time and time 
again. ‘She was a right smart little schooner,” 
he told us. “Never sailed on her, myself, 
but I seed her often.” Blynn looked out on 
the waterfront crowded with Diesel fishing 
boats. “Seems a shame, don’t it. All those 
out there, and only one like her. I remember, 
though.” 
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“Today, when we call something a white 
elephant, we are referring to an object we 
could do nicely without and which, if we 
can, we get rid of. The term is borrowed from 
the real thing: the rare and, to the Siamese 
people, sacred white elephant. Long ago the 
king of Siam, when one of his courtiers dis 
pleased him, made him a present of such an 
animal. Because of its religious significance 
it could not be disposed of and the unfor 
tunate recipient usually faced economic dis 
aster from maintaining the beast in suitable 
fashion. If his fortune was such that he could 
cope with the situation, the king could always 
make additional gifts until the burden was 
too great for the unfortunate man to bear

“Making pottery is a sane way of life in 
this crazy world,” said Katharine Alden as 
she paused a moment at her potter's wheel 
to caress her yellow cat, Amber. State-spon- 
sored classes of the Plymouth Pottery Guild 
taught by Miss Alden meet at her home, 
Richard Sparrow House, the oldest house in 
Plymouth, Mass. Miss Alden’s seventh great 


grandfather, John Alden, helped to build the 
house in 1640 with lasting red oak timbers 
Plymouth pottery is spun out of native red 


clay. “Pouring in molds is wicked,” said Miss 
Alden as she bent over a set of wedding 
bowls, each with a kicking donkey at the 
bottom. 

There are about 40 members of the Guild, 
mostly mothers, grandmothers, and house- 
wives, who take turns as salesmen for their 
artistic and useful pottery. “It is good for 
them to deal with people,” said Miss Alden.

will go down in publishing annals as the most 
appalling novel of the year 1953. The com 
plete degradation of all save three of its main 
characters is so astounding and shocking that 
the reader is bound to stare blankly into space 
after closing the back cover. At one point in 
the horrifying tale, this reviewer almost 
dropped the book from sheer astonishment 

The Story of Esther Costello, fortunately, 
will never happen, although the situation is 
so feasible that it gives the reader pause for 
thought. This is the story of how a group of 
unscrupulous people—notably a Boston social 
ite—take monetary advantage of a situation 
presented to them by exploiting a blind, deaf 
mute Irish girl. Displaying the height of 
avarice and completely disregarding the slight 
est human virtue, these people parlay a so 
called worthy cause into one of the biggest 
frauds ever perpetrated—luckily—upon a fic 
tional public. The outcome of this tale, and 
the events which lead to it, are so packed 
with suspense that the reader will undoubtedly 
be able to finish the book at one sitting 

Mr. Monsarrat's latest novel departs com 
pletely from his last, The Cruel Sea, which
